CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—A decision pro- 
mulgating 148 new working rules to 
Bovern the employment of, the six fed- ! 
erated railroad shop crafts and sup- |! 
planting the national agreement entered | 
into by the employes with the United 
States Railroad Administration on Sept. 
20, 1919, will be handed down by the 
United States Railroad Labor Board to- | 
morrow. 

This decision recognizes the ‘‘ open 
shop ’”’ principle as applied to the rail- 
roads and will mean an annual payroll 
saving to them of about $50,000,000. It 
will form the ground work on which the 
adjudication of all future wage disputes 
between the roads and their employes 
will be based. The new rules become ef- 
fective tomorrow and wili affect ap- 
proximately 400,000 employes imme- 
diately. When normal conditions are re- 
stored more than 450,000 men will be af- 
fected. 


Now Ready for Wage Appeals. 

Ben W. Hooper, Vice Chairman of the 
beard, announced that this decision will 
leave that body free to take up the, 
consideration of further wage reducttons | 
Or increases as soon as applications are | 
mgde. 

The railroads already have asked for a 
further reduction of the pay of shop- 
men to a level with that paid to those 
performing similar work in other indus- 
tries in the various localities. Still more 
recently the shopmen’s committee an- 
nouncéd jit would ask for a five-cent in- 
erease in pay to ‘‘ralse the standard 
to that received by men performing sim- | 





{lar work in other industries.’’ 

During the recent strike crisis the six 
shop crafts affiliated with the American | 
Federation of Labor—the' carmen, sheet | 
metal workers, machinists, boilermakers, 
blacksmiths and electrical workers— | 
voted not to walk out with the brother- 
hoods but to await the Labor Board’s 
decision on the working rules. Although 
the decision is considered highly favor- 
able to the railroads and relieves them 
of most of the rules of which they com- 
plained under the national agreement, 
there is one fact that augurs for its ac- 
ceptance by the unions. 

This is that the present decision is 
unanimous and is not accompanied by a 
dissenting opinion from the labor group 
on the buard as was the former one re- 
vising twenty-four of the  shopcraft 
rules. That one, handed down six | 
months ago, also lopped $50,000,000 from 
the roads’ annual payrolls, according to | | 
the board’s computation, and was op- | 
posed by A. O. Wharton, a member of} 
the labor group. Altogether, with to- 





morrow’s decision, the board will have |

Collective Bargaining Recognized.

'HUMAN CHAIN SAVES 


7 SHIPWRECKED MEN 


Coast Guard Rescues Crew After 
Schooner, Disabled Two Days, 
Grounds Off Montauk. 





Special to The New York Times. 
EAST HAMPTON, L. I., Nov. 30.—The 
two-masted schooner Thomas R. Wool- 
ley, after drifting dismasted for two 
days was cast ashore today on a sand- 
bar south of Montauk Point and her 
crew of seven men rescued after long 
efforts by the coast guard. The Wool- 
ley was dismasted in the sterm that 
swept New England last Sunday. Her 
rudder was also wrecked. 

Captain John Ramos rigged a jury 
mast and a makeshift rudder, and the 
wreck drifted before the wind for two 


days. Yesterday he passed Block 
island, but apparently his signals were 
not seen by the coast guard. This morn- 
ing his boat brought up on the sand- 
bar, where it was sighted by J. M. Mil- 
ier, assistant keeper of the Montauk 
Light. An attempt was made to shoot 
a breeches buoy to the vessel, but the 
wind was so strong the line would not 
carry against it. Attempts to launch 
the surf boat were also fruitless. 
Finally the seven men on the schooner 
took a dory, which was soon capsized in 
the heavy sea. They were washed up 
on the sandbar, about three hundred 
feet from shore. The coast guard men 
under the leadership of Captain Joseph 
Clark managed to reach the bar at low 
tide, and formed a human chain by 
vhich the crew got safely to shore.’

JAPAN’S ATTITUDE IN REGARD 
fear FOREIGN GARRISONS IN 


The Japanese delegation wishes to 
explain, as succinctly as possible, why 
and how the Japanese garrisons in 
various parts of China have come to 
be stationed there. At the outset, 
however, I desire to disclaim most 
emphatically that Japan has ever 
entertained any aggressive purposes 
or any desire to encroach illegiti- 
mately upon Chinese sovereignty in 
sending or maintaining these garri- 
sons in China. 

(1) Japanese railway. guards are 
actually maintained along the South 
Manchurian Railway and the Shantung 
Railway. 

With regard to the Shantung Rafl- 
way guards, Japan believes that she 
has on more than one occasion made 
her position sufficiently clear. She 
has declared and now reaffirms her 
intention of withdrawing such guards 
as soon as China shall have notified 
ber that a Chinese police force has been 
duly organized and is ready to take 
over the charge of the railway pro- 
tection. 

The maintenance of troops along the 
South Manchurian Railway stands on 
a different footing. This is conceded 
and’ recognized by China under the 
Treaty of Peking of 1905. (Additional 
agreement, Art. II.) It is a measure 
of absolute necessity under the exist- 
ing state of affairs in Manchurla—a 
region which has been made notorious 
by the activity of mounted bandits. 
Even in the presence of Japanese 
troops those bandits have made re- 
peated attempts to raid the railway 
zone. In a large number of cases 
they have cut telegraph lines and 
committed other acts of ravage. 

Their lawless activity on an extended 
scale has, however, been effectively 
checked by Japanese railway guards, 
and general security has been main- 
tained for civilian residents in and 
around the railway zone. The effic- 
fency of such guards will be made all 
the more significant by a comparison 
of the conditions prevailing in the rail- 
way zone with those prevailing in the 
districts remote from the vailway. 
The withdrawal of railway guards 
from the zone of the South Man- 
echurian Railway will no doubt leave 
those districts at the mercy of bandits, 
and the same conditions of unrest will 
there prevail as in remote corners of 
Manchuria. In such a situation it is 
not possible for China to forego the 
right, or rather the duty, of 
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taining railway guards in Manchuria, 
whose presence is duly recognized by 
treaty. 

(2.) Toward the end of 1911 the first 
revolution broke out in China and 
there was complete disorder in the 
Hupeh district, which formed the base 
of the revolutionary operations. As 
the lives and property of foreigners 
were exposed to danger, Japan, to- 
gether with Great Britain, Russia, 
Germany and other principal powers, 
dispatched troops to Hankow for the 
protection of her people. This is how 
a small] number of troops have come 
to be stationed at Hankow. The re- 
gion has since been the scene of fre- 
quent disturbances. There was re- 
cently a clash between the North and 
South at Changsha, pillage by troops 
at Ichang and a mutiny of soldiers at 
Hankow. Such conditions of unrest 
have naturally retarded the with- 
drawal of Japanese troops from Han- 
kow. 

It has never been intended that these 
troops should remain permanently at 
Hankow and the Japanese Government 
have been louking forward to an early 
opportunity of effecting complete ‘with- 
drawal of the Hankow garrison. They 
must be assured, however, that China 
will immediately take effective meas- | 
ures for the maintenance of peace and | 
may be or may have been done to for- | 
eigners, and that she will fully assume 
the responsibility for the damage that 
may be or have been done to for- 
eigners. 

(3.) The stationing of the garrisons of | 
foreign countries in North China is | 
recognized by the Chinese Government | 
under the protocol relating to the

there is no objection from the other 
countries concerned, Japan will be 
ready, acting in unison with them, 
to withdraw her garrison as soon as 
the actual conditions warrant it. 

4. The Japanese troops scattered 
along the lines of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway have bene stationed in con- 
nection with an interallied agreement 
concluded at Vladivostok in 1919. 
Their duties are to establish com- | 
munication between the Japanese con- 
tingents in Siberia and South Man- 
churia It goes without saying, there- 
fore, that these troops will be with- 
drawn as soon as the evacuation of 


Siberia by the Japanese troops is 
effected.

STATEMENT REGARDING THE 
MAINTENANCE OF JAPANESE Ppo- 
LICE IN MANCHURIA AND THE 
TREATY PORTS OF CHINA: 


In considering the question of Japa- 
nese consular police in China, 
points must be taken into secount: 

1. Such police do not interfere with 
Chinese or other foreign nationals, 
Their functions are strictly confined to 
the protection and control of Japanese 
subjects. 

2. The most important duties witn 
which the Japanese police are charged 
are: First, to prevent the commission 
of crimes by Japanese, and second, 
to find and prosecute Japanese crim- 
inals when crimes are committed. 

In view of the geographical proxim- 
ity of the two countries, it is natural 
that certain disorderly elements in 
Japan should move to China and, tak- 
ing advantage of the present condi- 
tions in that country, should there 
undertake unlawful activities. When 
these lawless persons are caught in 
the act of crime by the Chinese police, 
it is not difficult for that police force 
to deal with the case. The culprits are 
handed over as early as possible to the 
Japanese authorities for prosecution 
and trial. But when the criminals fice 
from the scene or their acts, it ts in | 
many cases hard to discover who com- | 
mitted the crimes and what were the |

causes and circumstances that led up 
to their commission. This is more dif- 


ficult for the Chinese authorities, as 
they have no power to make domicil- 
fary visits to the homes of foreigners, 
who enjoy extra-territorial rights, or 
to obtain judicial testimony in due 
form from such foreigners. 

Without the full co-operation of the 
Japanese police, therefore, the punish- 
ment of crime is, in a great many 
cases, an impossibility, and tnose who 
are responsible for lawbreaking es- 
cape trial and punishment. 

This tendency is especially evident In 
Manchuria, in which region hundreds 
of thousands of Japanese are resident. 
In places where the Japanese police are 
stationed there are far fewer criminal 
casezx among Japanese than in places 
without Japanese police. Lawless ele- 
ments constantly move to districts be- 
yond the reach of Japanese police su- 

rvision. 

Apart from the theoretical side of 
the question, it will thus be observed 
that the stationing of Japanese police 
in the interior of China has proved 
to be of much practical usefulness in 
the prevention of crimes among Jap- 
anese residents, without _ interfering 
with the daily life of the Chinese or of 
other foreign nationals. The Japanese 
policing provides a protection for the 
Chinese communities which at present 
their own organization fails to pro- 
vide.

Its big guns are well hidden 
far behind the line, and are neves ex- 
posed to raiding parties. Those who 
seek them find their advance baffled aud 
finally smothered by a trench system 
of devious approaches held by shock 
battalions of press agents. No doubt 
the press agents are official, but what 
they say is only what they say. Little 
evidence has yet been presented that it 
is what the delegates say or even what 
they think.

CHICAGO, Nov. 30.—The majority of 
the changes effected by the new work- 
ing rules is in the .classification of the 
work to be performed by the yarious 
crafts. Almost without exception these 
classifications are made more elastic. 
Under previous agreements with the 
shop crafts, including the national agree- 
ment, it has been the custom to define 
in detail the various types of work be- 
longing to each craft. 

The carriers’ have complained that the 
national agreement set up in such 
minute detail tne classification of duties 
that work not requiring specialized skill 
in any craft wes assigned exclusivel 
to a particular craft. For example, wor 
not requiring a mechanic’s skill was as- 
signed to « skilled mechanic, thus mak- 
ing efficient and economical operation 
impossible, according to the raflroads. 

The rules effective today broaden the 
scope of each craft’s work. The machin- 
ist working on running — may con- 
nect or disconnect any wiring, coupling 
or pipe connections necessary to repair 
machinery or equipment. This work 
was previously assigned to electricians 
and sheet metal workers only. 

Under the new rules engineers, fire- 
men and cranesmen are not prohibited 
from making such repairs to equipment 
on the lines of the road as they are 

ualified to perform. The new 


considered shop mechanic’s work. 
Bailermakers’ helpers under the new 
rules are given the job of removing and 
replacing grates.~ Under the national 
agreement all grate rigging work was 
assigned to journeymen boilermakers. 
The classification of the work of the 
sheet metal workers, electrical workers 
and carmen has been changed to allow 
some of the work previously performed 
by them exclusively to be done by their 
helpers and to mechanics in other crafts, 
where the needs of the service require 
it. Under the national agreement car 
men were exclusively assigned to wreck- 
ing crews. Under the new rules, wreck- 
ing crews, exclusive of engineers, will 
be composed of carmen, where suffi- 
cient men are available, but when need- 
ed, men of any class may be taken as 
additional members of wrecking crews. 
Another important change affecting 
carmen is that which allows common 
laborers to dismantle wooden freight 
cars hereafter. Under the National 
Agreement, only qualified carpenters 
were allowed to do this work. About 
68 per cent. of the country’s freight 
cars are built of wood. The new rule 
will permit employes getting $3.25 to 
$5.00 a day to do work previously ré-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The oper- 
ation of the army transport service in 
the Pacific may be turned over to the 
Shipping Board for experimental pur- 
poses, it was announced today.

**and you who have had the experience 
of those years assuredly will not sug- 
gest that anybody having charge of the 
direction of affairs, or who hold the 
standard you intrusted to them, should 
for a moment give away our principles.

ELEVATED RAILWAYS 


$10,000,000 Ready to Buy 
Buses, With $237,000,000 in 
Sight for New Subways. 


ALL TROLLEY LINES “JUNK” 


Wants City to Exercise Its Rights 
and Take Over Tube Routes 
for Operation In 1928. 


In a discussion yesterday of the city’s 
traction situation Mayor Hylan said that 
the present surface lines and the ele- 
vated roads should be scrapped in favor | 
of subways and buses. He said that the | 
city had $10,000,000 available for buses ! 
and $137,000,000 for new subways, with | 
another $100,000,000 in sight by the sale! 
of unused city property in the five bor- 
oughs. 

‘“ We have very carefully planned the- 
ories about traction in this city,’’ said 
the Mayor. ‘‘ There is no truth in the 
reports that I am, simply for political 
purposes, opposing the Transit Commis 
sion and its proposed relief. My ideas 
on traction are the result of careful 
study and are neither haphazard noi 
| political. 

‘‘The first thing Is to wipe out the 
} useless surface systems and replace them 
with clean, well-lighted, reliable and 
sanitary automobile buses. If the courts 
and Legislature will give us a chance 
we will tear up the unsightly and un- 
wieldly trolley tracks and take from the 
streets all these cumbersome convey- 
ances. Then I would start in and tear 
down the elevated structures throughout 
the city and put the elevated roads in 
the same scrap heap as the surface cars. 
In their place I would construct sub- 
ways wherever traffic warrants. In 
other words, I would not have an ele- 
vated structure in this city, but subways 
and very few surface cars, with many 
buses. 

“We are ready to spend $10,009,000 for 
buses right now, and I will guarantee 
to have them operatnig in six months 
far more satisfactorily than the worth- 
less street cars which some folks are 
trying to sell us. — 

“JT do not consider that we need 
worry ubout bankers. you have not 
heard any serious murmurs about our 
debt limit in the last four years, have 
you? Borough President Rigelmann of 
Brooklyn tells me that the increase in 
pbuilding operations in his borough for 
this year will show between $150,000, 000 
and $180,000,000, with a consequent re- 
flection in tax valuation, And there is 
a similar increase in all parts of the 
city. Of course, you know what that 
means for the debt limit. , 

“Ags I see the matter, the traction 
companies are apprehensive because the 
city, in the dual subway contracts, has 
ja recapture clause which permits the 
municipality to take back the subways 
at what it costs the companies, with an 
addition of a certain sum. That recap- 
ture clause is for ten years and is due, 

{ think, in 1928. At that time the city 
can, #and I think will, take over the 
subways and operate them. Naturally, 
the companies are awake to this situa- 
tion 


‘““The inquiry of the Transit Commis- 
sion is simply reviewing what we de- 
veloped in our investigation. The trac- 
tion interests, for the time being, are 
endeavoring to make the people believe 
they have dropped their demands for 
an increased fare. Their little game 
now is to turn. over the surface car 
junk to the taxpayer, further burden- 
ing the city and taxpayer with worth- 
less investments. Then their scheme is 
to grab the most valuable bus franchises 
that any city has ever had. That's all 
their is to their scheme.’

But Some Republicans on Senate 
Finance Committee Think Law 
May Be Passed by March. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—President 
Haniing has been urged to take a strong 
stand in his address to the new Con- 
gress next weck in behalf of pending 
tariff legislation. Confldence was evi- 
denced among many Congressional 
leaders today that the power of the 
Executive would be put behind the bill 
which now reposes with the Senate 
Finance Committes, 

The suggestion was said to have been 
made to Mr. Harding that he recom- 
mend, in the interest of speedy disposi- 
tion of the measure, tho elimination of 
the American valuation plan from the 
House bill and the writing of a tariff 
law on the basis of the old method of 
invoice prices. He was understood to 
have been urged to ask Congress then 
to include in the bill a provision em- 
powering the Wxecutive to apply the 
American valuation basis of assessing 
duties in cases in which, after surveys, 
it was shown that added protection was 
needed. 

Another suggestion reported to have 
been made to Mr. Harding was that the 
House bill anti-dumping provisions be 
strucken out and a law, described as 


‘“‘having teeth,’’ be enacted supple- 


mentary to the tariff. 

A division of opinion among the Re- 
publican Senators was said to exist as 
to the merits and practicability of the 
American valuation plan, and it was 
understood that this situation had been 
outlined to the Executive. 

Some Republican members of the 
Finance Committee said today that, even 
with a call by the President for more 
speed, there could hardly be a tariff law 
before March. One asserted it would be 
the middle of May before the bill finally 
becomes a law. 

The suggestion that separate legisla- 
tion be enacted giving the Executive au- 
thority to impose the American valua- 
tion basis in cases where additional pro- 
tection was found necessary, was said 
to embody a plan for making custom 
duties variable to meet the fluctuation 
of the depreciated currency of export- 
ing countries. 


GARRETT ATTACKS 
REPUBLICAN RECORD 


Acting Democratic House Leader 
Calls It ‘Disgraceful and 
Distressing Failure.’ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The record 
ef the Republican Party in the extra 
session of Congress is described as a 
‘‘diszraceful failure’’ by Representa- 
tive Garrett of Tennessee, acting Demo- 
cratic leader in the House, in a state- 
ment to appear in the Congressional 
Record tomorrow. Although Congress is 
not in session, an ‘‘ extra’’ of the rec- 
ord will be issued to accommodate the 
many members who desired to “ revise 
and extend ”’ their remarks of the last 
few days of the session. 

Mr. Garrett, in his statement, calls the 
tax law a ‘“‘ makeshift thing for which 
none should care to take responsibili- 
ty.” Replying to the Republican claims 
of achievement, made by Representative 
Mondell, the party’s House leader, Mr. 
Garrett says that ‘‘ all of the legislation 
that was good was nonpartisan, pre- 
sented as such, discussed as such, and 
passed as such. 

‘Upon those matters of vital concern 
to the country, upon those which the 
party in power had promised relief,’’ he 
continues, ‘‘ there has been a disgrace- 


ful ,a distressing, and what is destined 
to be to that party a_ disastrous, 
faflure.’’ 

Mr. Garrett quotes the words of Sena- 
tor Penrose, made in relation to con- 
sideration of the tax bill in the Senate, 
that the measure did not place the tax 
system of the gg on a stable basis, 
and inquires when the country can ex- 
pect something of a permanent nature.

Hays Makes State Units to Lighten 
Washington Labors. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Decentrali- 
gation of detail work of the Post Office 
Department with a view of taking the 
load off Washington headquarters and 
distributing it to a number of large 
Post Offices has been undertaken, Post- 
master General Hays announced today. 
Hereafter the State will be the unit in 
the transaction of a number of the de- 
partment’s activities, among them pay- 
ment of claims, clearing of money or- 


ders, distribution of supplies, inspection, 


instruction and training and the mak- 
ing of refunds. 

The new policy, according to Mr. Hays, 
will do away with the handling in Wash- 
ington of 600,000 detail money order re- 
ports annually,.and will relieve a large 
number of clerks for other work. 

Electrical tabulating and assorting ma- 
chines for money orders have been put 
in Post Offices in New York, Chicago, 
Boston, St. Louis, Philadelphia, Pitts-

‘LENIN EXPECTS US 
TO FIGHT JAPAN 


He Was Surprised Britain and 
America Were Friends, Pazley 
P. Christensen Says. 


RIGA, Nov. 30 (Associated Press).— 
Nikolai Lenin, the Russian Soviet 
Premier, apparently clings to the idea 
of trouble between Japan and the Uni- 
ted States according to Parley P. 
Christensen, who was the Farmer-Labor 


candidate in the last Presidential elec- 
tion in the United States and who has 
pest arrived here after a month's stay 
n Moscow, which included two inter- 
views with Lenin. 

M. Lenin sent for Mr. Christensen last 
Saturday, and no sooner had the Amer- 
ican greeted the Russian Preinier than 
“right off the bat,’’ Mr. Christensen re- 
lated. ‘‘ Lenin interrupted me, asking 
‘what about war between America and 
Japan?’ ” 

Mr. Christensen said he did not think 
there would be any war, as Japan and 
America were at peace, but Lenin re- 
torted: ‘‘ Oh, there is bound tu be a 
capitalistic war, for that is the best 
kind of industry for capitalists and that 
is the kind of government you have in 
America. War is bound to come; it is 
brewing now.”’ 

The Russian Premter quizzed Mr. 
Christensen about Anglo-American rela- 
tions and seemed surprised when the 
latter said the peoples were generally 
friendly. Lenin’s understanding of Eng- 
lish was sufficiently good except when 
his American visitor used colloquialisms. 

‘*He told me,’’ said Mr. Christensen, 
“that Russia is ready to do business 
wit: America and asked why we 
weren't. I answered, ‘ Perhaps you are 
the fly in the ointment.’ He had to ask 
the interpreter what was meant by ‘fly 
in the ointment.’ When this was ex- 
plained, he answered, ‘ Well, I don’t 
want to stand in the way.’ ”’

They were considerably less 
likely than others might have been to 
take known risks for the sake of saving 
money or of making illicit profits, and 
they were at least as likely as anybody 
else would have been to watch the sub- 
contractors and see to it that their 
work was well done. 

Whether or not they observed the com- 
mon rule of figuring out the strains and 
stresses on their beams and girders and 
walls and then multiplying by five in 
the allotment of material to give a suf-, 
ficient margin of safety—that, pre- 
sumably, will be disclosed in one of the 
several investigations of the disaster 
that have been started. The recognized 
jneed for a margin of safety as large as 
that indicates, however, the Imperfection 
of knowledge as to the strength cf ma- 
terials and the possibility of undis- 
covered and undiscoverable imperfec- 
tions in them. That should make critl- 
cism cautious, but it should not diminish 
the zeal of officials whose task it is 
to fix the responsibility for ‘‘accidents” 
like this one.

RESERVE BOARD SEES 
COOD TRADE OUTLOOK 


Finds. Steady Progress Toward 
Normal Conditions Despite 
Temporary Slowing Down. 


‘NOTES LESSUNEMPLOYMENT 


Both Wholesale and Retail Business 
Improved in November, With 
Prices Fairly Stable. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—A survey of 
the general business and financial con- 
ditions throughout the country made 
public today by the Federal Reserve 
Board indicates that a steady progress 
back to normal conditions may be ex- 
pected, although no sudden expansion 
or ‘‘ boom ”’ is in sight. 

The investigators for the board in all 
of the Federal Reserve Districts are con- 
vinced that the worst conditions have 
been faced, and that the unemployment 
situation is somewhat relieved. The 
board realizes that interruptions are to 
be expected in the progress toward 
normal, and notes that the improvement 
in business conditions in November has 
rot been as pronounced as during the 
preceding two months. 

“*Several factors are responsible for 
this relative slowing down,’’ the review 
states. ‘‘ The seasonal peak of demand 
has, for the time being, been reached 
and passed. Uncertainty regarding 
prices of staples, particularly of cotton, 
has interfered somewhat with trade buy- 
ing, while the possibility of further re- 
ductions of freight rates has apparently 
tended to. unsettle prices and to retard 
the activity of industry in some of the 
chief manufacturing sections. 

** Recovery in the steel and iron trade 
has come to a halt for the time being, 
and stability has not yet been achieved 
in that branch of production. 


Continuous Progress Made, 


‘* Nevertheless, the progress toward 
normal conditions achieved during No- 
vember has been continuous, as may be 
seen by a comparison with the corre- 
sponding month of a year ago, or with 
the general movement of economic con- 
ditions since the beginning of this year. 
Cotton and woolen textiles in some of 
the principal producing districts are 
almost on a normal basis. Steel and 
iron, while working at about 50 per cent. 
of capacity, are in much better con- 
dition than was true a few months ago. 
In some industries which had accumu- 
lated large surplus stocks, such as zinc, 
demand has been sufficient to carry off 
a part of the over-supply.’’ 

The board says that ‘‘ unemployment 
has at least slightly decreased.’’ 

Another hopeful sign is found in the 
fact that export trade continued in sub- 
stantial volume, showing an increase in 
Otcober and indicated a strong foreign 
demand, especially in stapels. 

‘* Reductions of prices for cereals and 
failure of cotton to maintain as high a 
level as had been expected during OUcto- 
ber,’’ the survey continues, ‘‘ have prov- 
en a serious handicap to farming inter- 
ests. HKesults of this relatively low re- 
turn for output have been a reduction 
in the demand of farming communities | 
in some parts of the country for con- 
sumable goods and a simultaneous ten- 
dency to check somewhat the process 
of liquidating loans at banks. Never- 
theless, retail business continues to im- 
prove, taking the country as a whole, 
and has been materially helped by the 
improvement which has taken place in 
employment conditions during the past 
few months. 

‘Improvement is also observable in 
wholesale trade, sales comparing favor- 
ably with a year ago. Prices continue 
to maintain a substantially stable posi- 
tion. The Federal Reserve Boards re- 
view for October shows a cessation less 
than two points, and it is evident that 
the price changes which are now oc- 
curring do not represent any extensive 
movement toward modification of the 
average level.

Firancial Conditions. 


‘“‘Important financial developments 
have taken place during the month. In 
addition to a general * «ction of Fed- 
erad Reserve discount rates there has 
been a distinct tendency toward decline 
in the level of market rates, both for 
short and long term funds, This has 


been accompanied by a decided advance 
in the prices of bonds, and particularly 
of standard securities. New offerings 
of capital se have, in many cases, 
been readily: absorbed, and the general 
condition of credit has become easier. 

‘““The one point at which financial 
conditions have shown little or no im- 
provement is in foreign exchange, where 
the German mark has _ continued its 
downward movement, while other Eu- 
ropean currencies have been generally 
unsettled with only sporadic tendency 
to improvement. 

“The general situation of trade and 
industries is unmistakably more hope- 
ful, and is improving as steadily as can 
be expected in view of the slowness of 
economic progress in other parts of the 
world, particularly in Western Europe. 

‘* Another handicap to the adjustment 
is the failure to bring about a prover | 
co-ordination and mutual ee | 
of prices. This is responsible for no| 
small part of the slowness of economic | 
recovery in certain branches of busi- | 
ness. On the whole the best oninion 
now looks to a steady, even if locally | 
interrupted, progress back to normal 
conditions, although no immediate or 
sudden expansion or ‘boom’ is now in 
sight.’’ 


ASKS WOMEN TO AID PORT. 


Ex-Governor Smith Says Conditions 
Here Increase Food Prices. 


Ex-Governor Smith, member of the 
Port of New York Authority, speaking 
at a meeting yesterday in Town Hall 
under the auspices of the Women’s City 
Club and similar organizations, urged 
the women of the city and State to 
take an interest in the development of 
the port. He asked them to use their 
influence in obtaining rlief from condi- 
tions which, he said, were being reflect- 
ed in the cost of foods. The method of 
handling freight here was the same as it 
was fifty years ago, he said. 

‘‘It costs as much to pass a ton of 
freight through the terminals here as it 
does to haul the same amount from Buf- 
falo,’"’ Mr. Smith said. ‘‘ The conges- 
tion in lower Manhattan, due to anti- 
quated facilities, is apparent to all... It 
costs more to haul potatoes from Jersey 
to the Bronx that it does to bring them 
East from Minnesota. Certain it is that 
these costs are passed on o the con- 
sumer. The situation should arouse the 
interest of every housewife in the city. 

“If the Port Authority had the final 
say. we would be much better off. I 
have predicted that unless there is be- 
hind our recommendations a good, vig- 
orous public opinion, the Legislature 
will be inclined-to travel the well-beaten 


path by letting the problem go over an- 
other year.”’

After the mass wisuop Corrigan deliv- 
ered an address of welcome and loyalty 
to the new Archbishop on behalf of the 
clergy, and Robert Biggs, President of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Conference, 
spoke for the laity. Archbishop Curley 
responded, paying high tribute to the 
late Cardinal Gibbons. 

The conferring of the pallium, 
crowning event in the elevation of a 
Bishop to the Archepiscopate, will occur 
in January next. 

Archbishop Curley paid a hearty trib- 
ute to Bishop Owen B. Corrigan and 
stated that he was very happy to re- 
appoint him Vicar General, the office 
he held under Cardinal Gibbons.

WHITTLESEY TALKED 
ABOUT WAR ON SHIP 


Passengers Say He Sat in Sa- 
loon Two Hours, Joining in 
Talk Before He Disappeared. 


CAPTAIN HOLDS 8 LETTERS 


Note Addressed to Himself He Re- 
fuses to Disciose—Wireless Mes- 
sages Also Held Back.

HAVANA, Nov. 30.—Evidence disclosed 
here tonight indicates positively that! 
Colonel Charles W. Whittlesey delib- 
erately planned his leap overboard from 
the ship on which he was traveling to 
this port, but the motive remains a 
mystery. 

Captain Farquahar Grant of the Unit- 
ed Fruit liner Toloa, from which Colonel 
Whittlesey disappeared some time be- 
tween 11:15 o'clock SatuTtday night and 
8 o’vlock Monday morning on the trip 
from New York to Havana, declined to 
make public the note left for him by 
the missing military hero. 

‘“*IT sent but one of the wireless mes- 
sages, that addressed to the executor 
of Colonel Whittlesey’s estate,’’ said 


Captain Grant. ‘‘ This letter to me,”’ 
displaying a closely written paper, ‘‘I 
regard as a confidential communication, 
I have turned eight other letters and 
messages over to the Consular officers 
as required by the rules.’’ 

The passengers with the exception of 
three who were in the confidence of 
Captain Grant knew nothing of the dis- 
appearance of the famous World War 
hero until reporters went aboard the snip 
after she dockel. 


Officials Mect the Ship. 


Acting First Secretary Cord Meyer Jr. 
of the United States legation headed aj 
delegation of officials including a repre-| 
sentative of the British legation, United 
States Vice Consul Hosmer, Chief Lufrio 


of the Cuban Secret Service and 
Liaison Officer Captain Castillo, as- 
signed by the Cuban Government as 
aid to fajor Gen. Crowder. This 
arty was escorted to Captain Grant 
by Agent Daniel of the fruit company 
the moment the boat docked. It was 
late, the boat being twelve hours be- 
hind schedule, and they conferred in 
the Captain’s cabin from 4 o'clock until 
about 6:30. The log book was seen, 
and Captain Grant left the conference 
once to obtain some records from the 
wireless room. Cord Meyer, the first 
to leave, signified that the matter was 
entirely in the hands of Vice Consul 
Hosmer, and diplomatically declined to 
enter a furthe:» discussion. 

Captain Grant said to the assembled 
correspondents: 

“Colonel Whittlesey was presented to 
mé after we left New York Harbor and 
I had him join my table. During the 
day we talked perhaps an hour. He 
gave no indications to me of being 
morose, in fact we talked chiefly about 
sporting matters, ag he displayed keen 
interest in the Navy-Army game being 
played that afternoon. 

“The last person to see him was Mr. 
Maloret of Porto Rico, who has a busi- 
ness in Cuba. The latter reports to me 
that they sat in the smoking room per- 
haps an hour. Mr. Maloret had served 
with the American Army in Porto Rico 
and the Colonel took to him. They had 
a single drink, and most abruptly 
Colonel Whittlesey said ‘good night’ 
‘and left the room. 


Disoovery of the Disappearance. 


‘*The night was not rough, but very 
foggy an hour or so later. Sunday was 
rough and many passengers stayed in 
their cabins, although Saturday night 
quite a few remained on deck during the 


night. Monday morning Mr. Maloret in- 
> gah of the purser if the Colonel was 
ill, as he had not seen him. Together 
they visited the cabin, found the door 
open, summoned the chief steward and 
entered. The room had not been used, 
but lying about were the nine letters 
and messages, including one addressed to 
me. All the others bed been written 
upon some paper not obtainable upon 
the ship. 

“‘T used my own judgment about the 
wireless messages and sent only that 
addressed to the executor. The re- 
mainder were to relatives and close 
business associates and did not disclose 
the motive for the act. It is our opinion, 
of course, that he went overboard. We 
did not stop the ship and make a search. 
Bad weather delayed our trip to this 
port, We encountered a rough passage. 

‘* From references in my letter to ‘ yes- 
terday ' I assume that the Colonel left 
the boat some time Saturday night and 
expected me to receive the note on Sun- 
day. The authorities have sealed his 
effects and the letters and there is no 
more for me to say. The reason why, 
or what you refer to as the motive, 
remains undisclosed.”’ 

Passengers who were questioned de- 
clared there wos no intimation of the 
disappearance of their distinguished fel- 
low-traveler until they arrived in this 
port. They had received some inkling 
early in the day of an unusual happen- 
ing, but thet was all.

An order was signed yesterday by 
Surrogate James A. Foley, giving per- 
mission to Mr. Pruyn to open Colonel 
Whittlesey’s safety deposit box in the 
vaults of the Mercantile Safe Deposit 
Company, 115 Broadway. In his petition 
Mr. Pruyn described himself as “ the 
friend and attorney ’’ of Colonel Whit- 
tlesey, and says a search has failed to 
locate the will believed to have been 
made by Colonel Whittlesey a fow days 
before he sailed for the West Indies. 
The order requires that the safety box 
be opened by Mr. Pruyn in the presence 
of a representative of the State Con- 
troller’s oftice. 

It was learned further that the wo- 
man with whom Colonel Whittlesey went 
to a theatre on the night before his sail- 
ing could add but little to what is al- 
ready known of his actions before de- 
parture on his last journey.

OVER TROLLEY WIRES 


General Electric Tests Apparatus 
for Commanication on Elec- 


tric Railroads. 


SCHENECTADY, Nov. 80. — Repre- 
sentatives of four big Eastern railroads 
and a party of radio experts and en- 
gineers participated here today in a 
test of a new communication system for 
electric railroads by talking from a 
moving trolley on the Schenectady 
Railroad to a substation three miles 
away. This test was the first demon- 
stration of the application of ‘‘ carrier 


current’ communication to the solution 
of the rroblem of communicating be- 
tween the head and rear ends of long 
freight trains or to expedite train opera- 
tion held up by faulty block systems. 
The demonstration, it is said, marks 
an advance in electric train operation. 
The system was developed to provide 
better means of communication between 
the locomotive and caboose of iong 


trains and between trains and sub- 
stations or waiting rooms on electric 
railroads. 

The demonstration was carried out 
under the direction of engineers of the 
General Electric Company before the 
radio committee of the American Rail- 
way Association, which is holding a 
meeting here. The trolley wire, carry- 
ing current to the electric engine or 
trolley car, is used as a carrier of 
telephone communication by means of 
another current of different frequency, 
which is superimposed on the wire and 
travels along it. During its journey 
over thé trolley wire, this ‘‘ carrier cur- 
rent ’’ properly modulated by speech, is 
drawn off by special apparatus and 
operates a telephone instrument. At any 
point along the line, however, with the 
proper apparatus the message which is 
may 
be picked up and carried a short dis- 
tance through the air to any convenient 
spot, where it is made to energize an 
instrument in the.substation or waiting 
room, thus making audible through a 
receiver the message which the man at 
the other end is sending. In effect the 
systems transmits messages electrically 
partly over a wire, partly through space.

Abdul Baha Abbas, as the third} 
prophet of Bahaism always signed his 
name, although he has sometimes been 
called Abbas Effendi (Mr. Abbas) or 
Abdul Baha, was born in Shiraz, Per- 
sia, May 23, 1844. It was on that day 
that Mirza Ali Mohammed, also a Per- 
sian, and presently to be called the 
Bab, preached the first revelation of 


Bahaism, or, as it has been called, ‘‘ the 
Wisdom of the East ’’—a practical ideal- 
ism of thought and conduct. it claims 
not to be a religion, but the root of 
all constructive religions before, the dis- 
ciples of the cult assert, they became 
corrupted by theology, dogmas, and 
politics. It is supposed to be a cult of | 
harmony, of brotherhood, of infinite 
charity. It is said that Mirza received 
his first inspiration to found the cult 
in the words of Achmet the Turk: 
‘* Religion means the various ways in 
which God is worshipped.’"’ The late} 
Prophet spent his life in seeking to have 
the various religions return to their 
ideal root which was to be obtained by 
harmonizing them. i 

There is an almond tree-shaded villa 
on Mount Carme!, which rises above 
the town overlooking the Bay of Acre, 
where Abdul Baha Abbas spent the last 
twenty years of his life. At the time 
of the World War, which he had sev- 
eral times foretold with uncanny de- 
tail, he had, to use his own words, 
‘outlived persecution.’’ 

In 1912 he had visited the United 
States and was received not only by the 
societies of Bahaism, which had gradu- 
ally grown up here, but also by several 
universities, notably Leland Stanford 
University, whose guest he was for 
several days. 

During the worldwide debate over the 
League of Nations his messages from 
Mount Carmel were frequent and elo-!

Two men who tried to get into 
the theatre later were told by a police- 
man that ‘‘the District Attorney has 
ordered that no one—not even the 
Borough President—is to go into the 
building.”’

Statement explaining the causes of the 
collapse within twenty-four hours. 

The search of the ruins proceeded tire- 
lessly throughout the day and last night. 
Shortly before 6 o’clock last evening a 
steam shovel was brought to the thea- 
tre and placed in operation. Smith’s 
body was found in the morning under 
two feet of débris in what was to have 
been the lobby of the structure. 

A work card bearing the name of 
James Rinaldi, plasterer, of 330 Sack- 
man Street, Brooklyn, was found in a 
coat in“the débris. The name had not 
appeared on the lists of killed, injured 
or missing, and an investigation was 
started to determine whether he was a 
veitim. . 

A young man who said his name was 
McNeil told searchers that his father, a 
bricklayer, who was at work on the 
building, had not returned home. 

Another workman, William Gartland 
of 188 Schaeffer Street, Brooklyn, who 
had been reported as missing Tuesday 
night, was reported safe yesterday. 

Philip Healey, an iron worker, is the 
only one of the twenty injured who was 
reported last night as in a critical condi- 
tion. e is in the Williamsburg Hos- 
pital with a fractured skull.

the situation. Many political futures 
had been wrecked and wasted by am- 
bitious politicians who tried to ‘‘ pussy- 
foot '’ on this issue. But there was no 
shying away from it by Woodrow Wil- 
son. When the question was presented 


to him by the ardent advocates of the | 


Anti-Saloon League early in his Admin- 
istration as Governor, without evasion 
of any kind, he stated his views in the 
following letter addressed to the head 
of the Anti-Saloon League: 


Executive Office, 
Trenton, New/ Jersey. 

I am in favor of local option. I am 
a thorough believer in local self-gov- 
ernment and believe that every self- 
governing community which consti- 
tutes a social unit should have the 
right to control the matter of the 
regulation or the withholding of 
licenses. : 

But the questions involved are social 
and moral, not political, and are not 
susceptible of being made parts of a 
party program. Whenever they have 
been made the subject-matter of party 
contests, they have cut the lines of 
party organization and party action 
athwart, to the utter confusion of po- 
litical action in every other field. 
They have thrown every other ques- 
tion, however important, into the 
background and have made. construc- 
tive party action impossible for long 
years together. 

So far as I am myself concerned, 
therefore, I can never consent to have 
the question of local option made an 
issue between political parties in this 
State. My judgment is very clear in 
this matter. I de not believe that 
party programs of the highest conse- 
quence to the political life of the 
State and the nation ought to be 
thrust to one side and hopelessly em- 
barrassed for long periods together 
by making a political issue of a great 
question that is essentially non-po- 
litical, non-partisan, moral and social 
in its nature. 


Holding these views, that the liquor 
question was one which was “ essen- 
tially non-political, non-partisan, moral 
and social in its nature,’’ the President 
refused by any act of his to influence 
public opinion when the Eighteenth 
Amendment was up for consideration in 
the Senate and House. 


Against Wartime Prohibition, 


He deeply resented and strenuously 
opposed the passage of wartime pro- 
hibition as uncalled for and unneces- 
sary. In his opinion, it was not a food 
conservation measure, but an out-and- 
out attempt by the anti-saloon forces to 
use the war emergency to declare the 
country ‘‘dry’’ by Congressional ac- 
tion. There was another reason for his 
attitude of opposition to wartime pro- 
hibition. He believed with an embargo 
placed’ upon beer, the consumption of 
whisky, of which there were large 
stocks in’ the country, would be stimu-

that Congress is now seeking to do 
pape as that will cause great irrita- 
tion. Your action of yesterday fixing 
Dec. 1 as the day on which the pro- 
hibition of the manufacture of beer is 
to take place, I believe, strengthens 
what I said. Your action and the ac- 
tion of the Senate a day or two ago 
in giving you the right to establish 
zones about shipyards and munitions 
plants again shows the unnecessary 
character of this legislation. You are, 
therefore, now in a strong position to 
veto this legislation as unnecessary 

nd unwarranted. 
ie view of all of this, I wish to em- 
phasize the dangers, both of a politi- 
cal and industrial «haracter, that con- 
front us should we agree to,go for- 
ward with those who favor legislation 
of this radical and restricted charac- 
ter. Even the most ardent prohibi- 
tionists fear the reactionary effect of 
this legislation upon the pending con- 
stitutional amendment. I am afraid 
of its effects upon the voters of our 
party in the large centres of popula- 
tion throughout the country, and of 
the deep resentment from all classes 
that is bound to follow. 

In matters of legislation that seek 
to regulate the morals and habits of 
the people, the average American feels 
the only safe course to follow is the 
method set forth in the Constitution 
for the regulation of these vital mat- 
ters. The proponents of this measure 
agree that it is not a conservation 
measure, but that it is an out and out 
attempt to declare the country “ dry. 
In my opinion, it is mob legislation 
pure and simple. . 

The danger of submitting quietly to 
any class legislation that has its basis 
in intolerance, especially at a time like 
this where the emotions of people can 
be whipped into a fury, is obvious. 
Your strength in the country comes 
from the feeling on the part of the 
people that under no circumstances 
can you be: ‘‘ hazed’’ by any class. 
If you yield in this instance, similar 
demands from other sources will rise 
to harass and embarrass you. 

The viewpoint of the gentlemen on 
the hill in charge of this bill is pro- 
vineial. They have no idea of the re- 
adjustments that will have to come in 
the finances of our largest citles and 
municipalities through the country. 
Tax rates are bound to go up. In- 
creased taxation in large cities, com- 
ing at a time when Federal taxes are 
growing more burdensome, is bound 
to play a large part in the opinion of 
the people, an.l we cannot escape our 
responsibility if we seem to be afraid 
to oppose legislation of this kind. Our 
policy in every matter at thts time 
should be one based upon magnanim- 
ity and tolerance toward every class 
and interest in the country. 


Under date of May 9, 1919, I sent the

I sincerely hope you will consider 
the eAvisability of raising the em- 
kery--- on beer.

The 
country would be more ready to ac- 
cept prohibition brought'about by con-

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made effective py Presidential ukase. 
The psychological effect of raising this 
embargo would be of incalculable 
benefit to America in every way at 
this time. The Springfield Republi- 
can says: ‘‘ The estab'ishment of na- 
tional prohibition by Federal statute, 
through the mere acz of Congress, 





the country cannot understand why 
light wines and beer cannot be per- 
mitted until the constitutional amend- 
ment becomes effective. Only this 
week the Pennsylvania Legislature 
voted to legalize 2.75 per cent. beer 
and light wines. Similar action will 
follow in other States. The consensus 
-of opinion in the press is that if pro- 
hibition is to be effective, it might 
better be by action of three-quarters 
of the States rather than by Presi- 
dential proclamation, for which you 
alone and our party would bear the 
responsibility. The prohibitionists in 
Congress are fearful that the enforce- 
ment of wartime prohibition will cause 
a harmful reaction on real prohibition, 
and I believe that they are secretly 
in favor of your lifting the ban for 
this reason. Demobilization figures 
officially announced by the War De- 
partment show that the number of 
troops now remaining in service. is 
practically only the number of troops 
in the regular army. Samuel Gompers, 
Mary Roberts Rinehart, Mrs. Doug- 
las Robinson, sister of the late Theo- 
dore Roosevelt; Miss Gertrude Ather- 
ton, Frank J. Goodnow, President of 
Johns Hopkins University, and Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, out in strong statement 
favoring retention of beer and light 
wines. If you do not intend to lift 
the ban on July 1, you can announce 
your intention to suspend it as soon 
as the War Department notifies you 
demobilization is accomplished, which, 
the best opinion says, will be Aug. 1.

President as follows: 


The White House. 
Washington, June 28, 1919. 
The President of the United States, 
Paris: 

Received your message saying that 
you do not intend to lift the ban. The 
Republicans have been industriously 
spreading the story throughout the 
country that you in fact have power 
under the act of Nov, 21, 1918, to lift 
the ban. I think it important, wise 
and politic, therefore, for you to make 
a statement which we can issue from 
the White House along the following 
lines: ‘‘I am convinced that I have 
no legal power at this time in the 
matter of the ban on liquor.

She is now 
with her family ai Nice and when a 
telegraphed outline of reports from the 
United States of what is being said and 
written on the case was shown her this 
morning she replied: ‘‘I am going to 
have done with this once and for all. I 
shall wait until newspapers arrive and 
then consider whether there is ground 
and need for attion against the authors 
and publishers of these reports. ”’ 

Mile. Lenglen in turn added to the con- 
troversy a new accusation. ‘‘ The at- 
titude of those Americans conducting 
this campaign against me would be 
quite inexplicable,’’ she said, ‘‘ but for 
the fact that the principal directors are 
actuated by pro-Boche sentiments.’’ 

Like every one else who has the inter- 
ests of sport at heart, Mile. Lenglen Is 
heartily tired of the whole affair. 

‘“‘I thought,’’ she said to an _ inter- 
viewer,’’ that, when the French Tennis 
Federation had pronounced its judg- 
ment after having considered all docu- 
ments, the incident would be closed. I 
can only repeat -what I have said sev- 
eral times before. On the second day 
I was ill and I deny emphatically hay- 
ing attended a ball and danced from 5 
o’clock until midnight.’’ 

When asked what doctors attended 
her, Mile. Lenglen gave the names of 
three, whose certificates she submitted 
to the French Tennis Federation. They 
were Dr. Saybold of Forest Hills, Dr. 
Goodrich of New York and Dr. Brewer 
of New York. All three, she added,

DUE FOR A REVISION 


Many Changes Likely to Be 
Made When Committee 
Meets Here Today. 


The third annual meeting of the Gen- 
eral Committee of the American Trap- 
| Shooting Association will be held at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, starting today and 
| finishing tomorrow. This commitiee is 
the rule-making and governing body of 
| the sport and is comprised of the five 
members of the Amateur Committee and 
the five members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. President Elmer E. Shaner, 
Vice President Thomas A. Marshall, 


Secretary Stoney McLinn and Treasurer | 


Thomas A. Davis are also eligible to at- 
tend the meeting as ex-officio members. 
The members of the General Committee 
realize that there is a great deal to be 


accomplished before the opening of the | 
1922 trapshooting season, and the time ; 


is short, for even now there are clubs 


on the Pacific Coast and in the South} 


that are merely waiting for the annual 
session to be held and formulate new 
policies so they can begin their regis- 
tered target campaigns. 

The four big tasks that confront the 


General Committee may be outlined as' 
election of Chairman | 


follows: First, 
and the general organization of the 
Amateur Committee; second, decision 
on the employment of zone managers 
or field secretaries; third, revision of 
the rules, and, fourth, awarding of the 
Grand American Handicap Tournament, 

The men who have these important 
duties to perform are: Amateur Com- 
mittee—Sam foster, Mason City, Iowa; 
representing the Great Lakes Zone; 
George S. McCarty, Newfield, N. J., 
representing the Kastern Zone; Fred 
Etchen, Coffeyville, Kan., representing 
the Prairie Zone; U. R. Brooks, Colum- 
bia, S. C., representing the Southern 
Zone; Frank D. Stoop, Spokane, Wash., 
representing the Pacific Coast Zone; 
Executive Ccommittee—Frank G. Drew, 
Chairman, New Haven; T. H. Keller, 
New York; C. W. Hymer, Wilmington, 
Del.; J. Leonard Clark, New York; E. 
R. Galvin, Wilmington, Del., and also 
the officers of the American Trapshoot- 
ing Association. 

The members of the Amateur Commit- 
tee were elected to office by the ama- 
teur trapshooters and have practically 
all of the rule-making power, for the 
Executive Committee acts only in an 
advisory capacity. 


May Drop Zone Managers. 


At the opening session the election 
of the Chairman of the Amateur Com- 
mittee will be the first business to be 
transacted and then the fate of the zone 


managers will be quickly placed in the 
balance. For two years they have at- 
tended the big shor throughout the 
country and acted as .zanagers, arbiters 
and ‘organizers. While their work has 
been generally satisfactory, especially in 
giving service to the clubs, the plan of 
carrying field operatives at this time is 
very expensive. The opinion seems to 
obtain in trapshooting circles here that 
the zone managers will be dispensed 
with. 

After this important matter has been 
decided the General Committee will turn 
its attention to the rules and regula- 
tions, and the nimrods have much to 
consider, but it is almost impossible to 
hazard a guess as to what will be ac- 
complished. In a general way it is 
known that the scoring rules will be 
changed to some extent, but it is not 
expected that the reform will be radical. 
It is believed that an emergency ruling 
made this season by Secretary McLinn 
will be ratified and added to the list. 
This ruling was made necessary by a 
peculiar error on the part of a scorer 
who failed to record the result of a 
shooter’s inning. It is likely that the 
responsibility hereafter will be_ placed 
upon the shooter, as Secretary McLinn 
ruled, because it is the general belief 
that It is the contestant’s duty to watch 
the scoring and enter a protest if it is 
not correct. 

It is known that there is a general 
demand for fewer tournaments. Just 
how the number of tournaments will be 
lessened it is not known, but several 
methods have been advanced and will 
be discussed. One recommendation 
would base the number of tournaments 
in a state upon the number of affiliated 
shooters in that State. Another sug- 
gestion is to grant registration for a 
tournament only when a club can prove 
a large number of its members are ac-~- 
tive trapshooters. 


Target Reduction Favored. 


The standard handicap and the classi- 
fication systems will be the next thing 
to be attacked. Some of the shooters 


declare that a nimrod’s skill can be de- 
termined on less than 1,000 targets, 80 
for the purpose of placing a man in 
handicap and classification shoots it is 
probable that the required number of 
targets will be reduced to 500. Senti- 
ment seems to favor such a cut and 
there also may be some provision made 
for beginners by the formation of a 
novice class which would hold good at 
all championship events. 

Class shooting may come in for a big 
inning next year because it is known 
that at least one member of the Ama- 
teur Committee is ye | in favor of 
pitting men of equal skill against one 
another rather than make the champion- 
ship a free-for-all affair . In short, this 
man would make it quite an honor to 
win a class championship and thus én- 
courage the younger shooters to work 
their “way up the ladder to the singles 
championship of the States and zones. 

It is also expected that it will be pro- 
posed to Iimit the calling of a shoot a 
tournament/unless it is of two days’ du- 
ration. In other words, all one-day 
shoots will be registered club shoots, 
and, moreover, it is probable that no 
tournament will be registered for more 
than two days unless it is a State or 
zone championship affair, which will be 
permitted to run three days.

AMERICAN BANKERS 
UNITED ON MEXICO 


James Speyer and R. G. Hutch- 
ins Join to Protect Holders. 
of Securities. 


Announcement was made yesterday by 
the International Committee of Bankers 
on Mexico that James Speyer of Speyer 
& Co. and R. G. Hutchins Jr. 
of Hallgarten & Co. had been in- 
vited to ‘become members of the Amer- 
ican group in this committee.

It is understood that one of the major

So far as cam he learned, 
Mexico desired to have the oil companies

France cannot forget that she fs 
prineipal crediter, and she thinks 
should have the chief, or, at least, 
first, say in whether lighter terms 
to be given to her debtor, 

To toat the reply given in British cir- 
eles at reparationa headquarters is that 
France has had her say on the Repara- 
tions Commission and that she will 
have later full oppertynity to present 
her conditions or objections. 

But amid the mass ef petulant criti- 
cism of British ‘‘ bad manners and bad 
tactics ’' there are here and there indi- 
catians that, previded the guarantees of 
reparation in kind are sufficient, the 
scheme has a chance of acceptance. 

M. Briand is, however, likely to be 
placed in a very difficult positjon with 
the Nationalist majority of the Chamber 
unless the terms te France are generous, 
for the Frenchman has already begun te 
ask, ‘‘ Why sheuld time be given to 
Germany to reorganize her finances and 
|not to us? Why should Germany have

Supports Dawes Budget Pian.

The objects of the committee are to pro- 
duce, through the adoption of a national 
‘budget system, a maximum of economy 
and efficiency in the conduct of the 
affairs of the Government, and to bring 
bout a revival of business through re-

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EARL BEATTY SEES - 
RESCUE FROM SHIP 


‘Negro Longshoremen Who Was 


Dragged Off the Adriatic by a 
Rope Fished Out by Comrade. 


ADMIRAL LIKES AMERICA 


Says His Departure Shows That the 
Washington Conference Is Pro- 
ceeding Satisfactorily. 


Less than fifteen minytes before the 
White Star liner Adriatic was due to 
leave | Pier 59, North River. yesterday 
for Cherbourg and Southampton, Earl 
Beatty, First Sea Lord of the British 
Admiralty, dashed up the gangway 
amidst tne cheers of his fellow-pas- 
sengers and members of the crew who 
were waiting to receive him. -He wore 
his black derby hat slightly listed over 
to starboard and logked as taut and 
trim in his dark gray civilian clothes 
as he did on arrival in the uniform of 
an Admiral of the Fleet. As the liner 
moved away at noon one of the negro 
longshoremen on the pier got tangled 
up with a heaving line and went into 
the water, and ‘Admiral Beatty, who 
was on the bridge with Captain A. E. S. 
Hembelton, witnessed his rescue by an- 
other negro longshoremen who jumped 
in after him. . 

The Admiral was accompanied by 
Countess Beatty and Paymaster Spick- 
ernell, R. N., who has been his naval 
aide on the trip to the United States. 
Among those who went to see him off 
were Captain S. B. Bailey, R. N., Naval 
Attaché at the British Embassy in 
Washington, and Captain Gloster Arm- 
strong, the British Consul General in 
New York. y 

Captain D. W. Todd, U. S. N., repre- 
sented the United States Navy, and Cap- 
tain R. E. Condon was there on behalf 
of the American Legion, under whose 
auspices Admiral Beatty’s visit to the 
convention in Kansas City was made. 

In the midst of a crowd of reporters, 
photographers and moving picture 
operators the Admiral posed for a final 
picture. 

““T am very sorry to go,’’ said Harl 
Beatty. ‘‘I have had six weeks of a 
very happy and hectic time—the greatest 
hospitality and kindness that anybody 
could expect. It is the remarkable ap- 
preciation of the United States for the 
service of the British Navy.’”’ 

‘‘What is your opinion of the out- 
= of the conference in Washing- 
pz * 

*“ The fact that I am going away indi- 
cates that the conference is proceeding 
in a very satisfactory manner. The 5-5-3 
ratio has been accepted by the British 
Navy and the British Government.’’ 

‘““What about Japan? I cannot an- 
swer for Japan,’’ replied the <Ad- 
miral with a smile, ‘‘ but I understood 
before leaving Washington that the 
Government at Tokio had accepted the 
ratio agreed upon by Great Britain. If 
Japan adds to her naval quota other 
powers must follow.”’ 

‘“* When will you come back to Amer- 
ica again? ’’ 

“I'll come back as soon as I ‘Jolly 
well can.”’ 

While the whistle was blowing and the 
Adriatic started to move out, Ernest 
Williams, 45 years, of 4 West 134th 
Street, was hauled into the water with 
a heaving line wrapped about his body.
